RIGHT REV. DR. DE LA HAILANDIERE 
Bishop of Vincennes 


Bishop Brute died after five years of service, and 
was succeeded by his Vicar General, the Reverend Celes- 
tin de la Hailandiere. His consecration took place on the 
18th of Aug. ust, 1839, in 
Paris, in the chapel of the 
Sacred Heart Convent, and 
was exceed- ingly impos- 
ing. The Bis- hop of Nan- 
cy, the Right Reverend Dr. 
Janssons, was assisted 
on the occa- sion by the 
Bishops of Versailles 
and Beauva- is. The Arch- 
bishop of Chalcedon, 
recently from Rome, 
was present, also the 
Archbishop of lIrenopo- 
lis, in com- munion With 
the Roman Catholic 
Church, but of Greek rite. 
The Pope’s legate was 
present, also ) Vicar Gene- 
ral of New Orleans and the American Consul. On this 
occasion the East and the West were united. It was a 
noble illustration of the unity prevailing in the great 
Church of Christ, to see an American Bishop consecrated 
by a prelate of France, in presence of the representative 
of the Holy See of Peter and the Oriental Bishops of the 
Levant. 

The second Bishop of Vincennes was one of the ten 
who came to this country at the urgent solicitation of 
Bishop Brute to do pioneer missionary work. on Indiana 
soil. While his administration was brief—only eight 
years—he sowed the seeds for the future far better than 
he knew. He did this by bringing to Indiana Fathers 
and Brothers of the Holy Cross, who establishe. them-

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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL | 


INCLUDE GOD AS ONE OF YOUR HEIRS 


During the past year my attention was called to the last 
wills of several Catholics. Three of these, millionaries at 
death, were men who in youth came to this country from Ire- 
land; and who began to climb the ladder of prosperity from 
its very bottom rung. 

Their wealth never turned their heads as it does the 
heads of so many. It did not wean them away from God, but 
rather drew them more closely to Him, which is very unusual. 

These gentlemen were gifted with that common sense 
which dictates that no child of a rich man should be started 
in life with many millions of dollars; that one million is 
ustally too much for his own temporal or spiritual good. 
They also had faith enough to know that riches are likely to 
be more of a curse than a blessing to the children who inherit 
the same, unless the benediction of God passes on with the 
riches because He Himself was made an heir. 

There is nothing more mean and inexcusable than not to 
include God in the will with other heirs. If it be mean for a 
person to disinherit one who is very close to him, then what 
must it be to disinherit God, Who is represented in so many 
catises in this world which cry for relief and support? 

Now it may be charitably assumed that wealthy Catho- 
lies who leave nothing to the missions, to educational works, 
to any of the various institutions of mercy conducted by 
Catholics from a religious and humanitarian motive, are un- 
acquainted with the needs, or they should certainly be as 
generous as Protestants. 

Nearly every Protestant movement has a wider appeal 
than the Catholic. The Y. M. C. A., which receives many 
legacies, solicits help every year from practically everyone, 
Protestant, Catholic, Jew, and those unaffiliated with any 
religion. Catholic Community and Welfare Organizations 
usually appeal for support only in a very limited way among 
non-Catholics. 

Public schools are supported by taxation, but parochial 
schools must be supported by the generosity of Catholics. 
Yet how few there are who leave any money to endow a par- 
ochial school, or to help endow a Catholic college!

THE EPIPHANY 

The Feast of the Epiphany, celebrated tomorrow, recalls 
three events, in which Our Lord manifested Himself to His 
people. Frequently this feast is called “Little Christmas”, 
for it reminds us of the visit of the Magi to the Infant 
Saviour. We are familiar with the account of the Saviour’s 
birth, as recorded in the Gospel of St. Matthew, wherein are 
mentioned the Wise Men from the East, following the star 
that led them to the “Word made flesh.” They were the rep- 
resentatives of the Gentile world; they are typical of the 
faith that moves mountains; they teach us lovalty and love. 
As they knelt in adoration before the Infant Saviour, and 
offered Him their gifts of gold, frankincense and myrrh, gone 
were the thoughts of all the annoyances of their. long diffi- 
cult journey. As they proffered their gifts to the King of 
kings, they gave Him, likewise, the love of their hearts and, 
returning home, they became missionaries in the interests of 
Christianity, which was soon to sweep the earth with its all- 
embracing appeal. The Feast of the Magi should teach us 
that nothing is too difficult where there is question of God’s 
service 


Another event in the life of Christ, commemorated by the 
Feast of the Epiphany, is His baptism, in the River Jordan, by 
Saint John the Baptist. His Divinity was clearly shown for 
a light beamed down from above and the voice of God, the 
Father. proclaimed: “This is My beloved Son, in Whom | 
am well pleased. Hear ye Him,” while the Holy Ghost, in the 
form of a dove, rested upon His shoulder. 

Still another event, in which the Divine power of the 
God-man was shown, was His turning water into wine at the 
marriage feast of Cana. In this event we recall the tender 
solicitude and the powerful prayer of Mary, the Mother of 
Jesus, of His kindly consideration for the feelings of others 
in distress, while we contemplate the Divine power which 
changed water into wine. 

May a contemplation of these sacred events bring us 
closer to Jesus, born of Mary.
